We have been able, from time to time, 
to give much curious information re- 
garding the kingdom of Corea;’ but, for 
a certain quaintness of interest, the 
two letters which we published Inst 
week have hardly been surpassed. We 
have in them a picture of the internal 
polities of Corea, and an explanation 
of the mysterious Regent with whose 
name the French and Americans always 
came in contact, although we knew from 
Chinese sources that a king had been 
duly recognised by the Chinese Em- 
peror and really existed. The tale 
is thoroughly one of Oriental intrigue. 
The last king of Corea died in 1864, 
| childless ; and his widow adopted the 
on of a nobleman named Li, intending 
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of course to act.as Regent during his 
minority. Li, however, has not only 
ousted her from power, but has suc- 
ceeded in keeping his son in tutelage, 
and in ruling the kingdom personally, 
with a rod of iron. He is evidently, 
in politics, an exclusionist of the 
most exclusive type. It was he who 
ordered the massacre of Christians 
that led to the French invasion, and 
the murder of Mr. Thomas and the 
crew of the General Sherman; it was 
owing to him that the French were 
successfully opposed, although the peo- 
ple half wished they might succeed in 
order to be released from his tyranny. 
Tt was he again who foiled the Ameri- 
cans, although the nobles were dis- 
affected to him; and the vigour of his 
yale may be judged, when we are told 
that he compelled gentry as well as 
peasants to carry rice on their backs, 
from the South to the Capital, while 
* the American ships were blockading 
the river. There must be more than 
common ability and force of character 
in a man who has attained to, and 
maintains, such despotic power; and 
we can understand that he has imbued 
his own people with implicit belief in his 
ascendenoy, and in the correctness ofhis 
maxim: “No Foreigners.” The edict 
which he posted thorughout the King- 
dom after the American retreat, is amo- 
del of terseness ; “ Foreigners encroach 
onour territory. The only alternatives 
are war or peace. ‘To resolve on peace 
is to betray the kingdom, A warning 
for us ‘and our posterity for ever.” 
‘We know, now, what to expect from 
Corea so long as the Regent remains in 
power; and we are at no loss for the 
authorship of the equally terse despatch 
handed, two years ago, to the United 
. States Minister :— 

“In the year 1868 aman of your 
nation whose name was Febiger came 
here and communicated with us and 
went away. Why cannot you do the 
same? In the year 1866 a people 
called the French came here, and we 
refer you to them for what happened. 
This ‘people and kingdom have lived 
in the enjoyment of their own civili- 
zation four thousand years, and we 
want no other. We trouble no other 
nations, why should they trouble us? 
Our country is in the farthest east, 
yours in the farthest west; for what 
purpose do you come somany thousand 
miles across the sea? Is it to inquire 
about the vessel destroyed (the General 
Sherman) ? Her men committed piracy 
and murder, and they were punished 
with death. Do yon want our land? 
‘That cannot be. Do you want inter. 
course withus? That cannot be.” 

‘The information which our corres- 
pondent has obtained is valuable as well 
as interesting, for it shows us clearly 








that attempts at conciliationare so much 
wasted breath. So long as Li is in 
power, Foreigners have only two alter- 
natives—to leave Corea alone, or to 
conquer it and depose him. We should 
apparently have the feeling of the na- 
tion against us as intruders, but might 
win a half shy sympathy by declaring 
our attack to be against Li personally, 
as an impracticable tyrant whom we 
wish to replace by ® more intelligent 
Minister,—one who would listen to 
reasonable negotiation, But it would 
be difficult to spread such a notifica- 
tion in a country so jealously guarded, 
and where communication with For- 
eigners in the event of war would cer- 
tainly be punished as treason, by death.

Messrs, Stephenson, Macken- 
zie, Provand, Grose, and Schultz (Secre- 
tary) were elected a Committee for the 
ensuing year. It was resolved to hold an 
Athletic Sports meeting in May. 

‘The annual meeting of members of the 
Rowing Club was held on the 24th, The 
accounts show a balauce in hand of Tis. 
505.07, besides Tis. 291.06 standing to the 
credit of the Removal Fund. It was men- 
tioned that the Owner of the land on which 
the lower Boat-house is built, has given 
notice that it must be removed at the ond 
of 1874 ; and that anew site must there- 
fore be found. It was decided that no 
useful action could be taken until the re- 
sult of the Bunding Scheme was finally 
known, and the matter was therefore left 
to the new Committee.

Oraig- 
‘forth, who was charged with causing the 
death of one of his comrades, as reported 
in the N.-C. Herald of tho 27th ulto., was 
tried for the offence on Friday last, and 
acquitted. 

‘The caso of the bark Kirkland—which, 
as we mentioned some time ago, came into 
port with soveral of her crew down with 
scurvy—was enquired into yesterday, be- 
fore the Police Magistrate. ‘Tho caso was 
adjourued till Friday. Wo defer publi- 
cation of the report till it is concluded, 

Much anxiety is felt regarding the 
Captain of the lorcha Mandarin, which 
has been missing for some time, Sho was 
last seen, about ten days ago, near Wao- 
sung, assumedly on her return voyage 
from Chinkeang to Shanghai ; but she has 
not come into port, and it is feared that 
the crew, who were Fohkion men, may havo 
murdered the master in order to-carry off 
the vessol and some $500 or $600 he had 
on board. It has since been reported that 
a vessel answering her description has been 
seon passing Chinhai southward, A Chi- 
nese gunboat has gone out to look after 
her. 

We publish, elsewhere, minutes of an 
Enquiry into the loss of the 8. 8. N. Co. 
str, Kiangloong, held on the 18th instant, 
before the President and Directors of tho 
Company, Captain Andrews of the P. 
&O. Company’s steamer Avoca and Cap- 
tain Newell of the P. M.. Company's 
steamer Ariel sitting as Assessors. The 
Court finds that the Kiangloong was lost 
on,an unknown rook in the mid-channel ; 
that the accident was due to an unpreca- 
dentedly low stage of the water ; that no 
blame attaches to the officers of the steamer ; 
but that great praise is due to them for the 
promptitude and zeal shown after the 
accident. The Court also recommends 
that the Chinese official of the district be 
thanked for the assistance he gave. 

‘We are glad to publish a letter from tho 
Chamber of Commerce to the Foreign 
Office, asking that Shanghai may be made 
a port of registry for British ships. ‘The 
necessity for this step, in view of the in- 
creasing number of: British-owned ships 
plying on the China coast, was urged in 
the W.-C. Heraldin June last ; and we have 
reason to believe that the Board of Trade 
only await a request by the Chamber of 
Commerce, to sanction the scheme. From 
a list which accompanies the Chamber's 
lettér, it appears that 20 steamers, 18 sail- 
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ing ships and 30 lorchas, sailing from 
Shanghai under the British ftag, are owned 
by individuals or companies connected with 
Shanghai. 

‘We hear that the steamer Daybreak: was 
yesterday transferred by Messrs. George 
Barnet & Co, to the C. M.S. N. Co. She 
is this morning advertised for despatch 
to Tientsin, ‘The purchase money is said to 
be Tis. 100,000. We are informed that sho 
will carry 18,000 piculs, on 14 feet draught, 
and attain a moderate speed. She is com- 
manded by Captain R, Gibbon, late of the 
Fuhte. 

‘We observe that tho N.C. 8, Co,’s str. 
Yuentzefei haa at last got her funnel in, and 
shows further indications of being put in 
working order. She is advertised to leave 
for the Northern Ports on Sunday next, 
after being laid up for over ten months. 

‘We have before us a copy of the 
Land List which is annually published by 
H, B. M, Consulate, ‘The total area of 
land registered is 8,192 mow; of which 
1,641 mow are covered by European 
houses, 1,058 mow by Chinese houses, 
3,697 mow are returned as vacant, while 
1,619 mow, registered at the British Con- 
sulate, but situated in the American set- 
tlement, are not classified. 

We have to acknowledge a pamphlet 
entitled “Artificial Defences for Troops in 
the Field,” written by Mr. W. S. Wetmore, 
the inventor of the Bayonet-Spade. We 
are not aware that the pamphlet is on sale 
in Shanghai ; but if 60, it will no doubt 
have interest for our volunteers. 

Wo have to acknowledge the January- 
February number (4) of the Chinese Re- 
view, which soems to contain the usual 
amount of readable matter, and some in- 
teresting notes and queries, Wo sball 
roview it at greater length next week. 

‘The Messageries Maritimes steamers 
will, we hear, in future stop at Naples on 
their way home, so that passengers will 
have the opportunity of landing there in- 
stead of at Marseilles. 

‘Telegraphic communication with Hong- 
kong was again interrupted on the 19th, the 
hitch, we are told, being in the Amoy 
cable. 

Among the arrivals by French Mail, we 
notice that of Mr. E. McKean, late of 
H, B. M.’s Consular Service, He has ac- 
cepted, wo understand, an appointment in 
the Peking College, as teacher of English, 
and will proceed to Peking at onee, to take 
iv up. ‘Tho present incumbent, Mr O’Brien, 
formerly of H. M.'s Consular Service, joins 
the Customs staff, 

The L. and 0, Express says Mr. W. F. 
‘Mayers, Chineso Secretary at Peking, will 
leave for his post by the French mail of 
May. . 

Mr. Davenport, who has been lately act- 
ing a8 Chines Secretary of Legation at 
Peking, is named as a probable successor 
to Mr. Alabaster in the Shanghai Vice- 
Consulate. 

We hear that Mr. John McLeavy Brown, 
lato Assistant Chinese Secretary in H. B. 
MM.’s Legation, has at length definitely ac- 
cepted an appointment in the Customs, and 
may be expected shortly in China, 

University College, London, has inaugur- 
ated a chair of Chinese language and liter- 

















ature, and Mr. H. F, W. Holt, of H. M.'s 
Consular Service, has accepted the pro- 
fessorship. Mr, Holt was for some time 
Interpreter in the Shanghai Consulate, and 
sat as Assessor in the Mixed Court. 

A Pexrve correspondent writes that the 
following changes are likely shortly to occur 
in the British Consular services. Messrs. 
Davenport (Peking), Oxenham (Hankow), 
Harvey (Newchwang) and Scott (Swatow) 
will gohome on furlough. Mr. McClatchie 
is likely to go from Shanghai to Hankow. 
Mr, Watters (Foochow) to Tientsin, and 
Mr. Giles from Tientsin to Foochow. Mr. 
Parkes from Hankow to Kiukiang; aud 
now men from Peking will go down to 
Hankow and Shanghai, “The river 
opened at Tungchow last week, and the 
weather is now very pleasant. Several 
hundred laborers are putting the stone 
road between Peking and Tung-chow, in 
repair, widening and levelling and smooth- 
ing it, to be in readiness for the Em- 
peror’s visit to the Tung-ling, 240 li East 
of the city, on the Sth of the 3rd month 
(Ist April). ‘The Peking Gazettes which we 
publish this week, contain several interest 
ing memorials relating to the Emperor's 
accession. 

‘The Haxxow Chamber of Commerce Re- 
port the past fortnight has been a 
very quiet one, and sales of all descrip- 
tions of imports aro considerably below 
tho average usual at this time of the 
year, Advices from the country continue 
unsatisfactory and, in consequence, the 
dealers show little disposition to add to 
their stocks, ‘There has been no demand 
for Grey Shirtings. T-Cloths,—There was a 
rather better enquiry for common to medi- 
‘um qualities of 7 Ibs. eatly in the fortnight, 
but it seems to havo altogether subsided, 
without leading to much business or any 
improvement in rates. All weights are 
dull, and the market appears somewhat 
weaker. Opium has been in good demand, 
and rates have advanced to Tis, 480 a 485 
per pecul for Malwa, and Tis, 510 for Patna. 

‘Messrs. Gordon Bros’ Circular of the 22nd 
‘March says, in confirmation of the above, 
“The past fortnight has been almost 
a blank so far as sales of manufactured 
goods are concerned, the entire business 
being the smallest recorded for many years 
during the same period. Holders have 
continued firm, but dealers appear to have 
no confidence in present prices, and wait 
anxiously for advices from Tientsin, being 
fully aware that the course of the Shang- 
hai market will be governed by them. A 
lavge business has been done in raw cotton, 
by natives, since the date of our last Cireu- 
lar, and prices have advanced about 5 
mace per pecul We quote Tis. 11.80 to 
12.50. Stock 20.000 peculs.” 

Our Foocuow correspondent writes :— 
On the 17th instant the new Chinese 
corvette Yan-IWon, built at this port, 
towed the training vessel Keinwei to sea. 
‘The former vessel is bound to Amoy, and 
the latter for a long cruise, during which 
she purposes calling at Hongkong, Batavia, 
Singapore, Manila and other ports in the 
China seas. The Amatour theatrical Corps 
of the Arsenal gave an entertainment on the 
‘15th, and attracted a large audience who 
expressed their gratification in frequent 

















‘bursts of applause. “Monsieur Borel was 
Sacile princeps amongst the actors. Mr. 
Herbert J. Allen, formerly Interproter- 
at the Consulate at Foochow, is now Act 
ing Vice-Consul at Pagoda Anchorage. 
Business matters generally wear a dull 
aspect at present ; the principal part of 
the trade being that carried on by coasting 
steamers. 

From Swatow we have an interesting 
account of the recovery of certain property 
plundered from the steamer Mars, when 
sho was wrecked near that port two years 
ago, It was recovered ona visit of a U.S. 
gunboat to the scene of the wreck, and on 
application by her commander to the Man- 
darin of the neighbouring district. 

The Peking Gazette of the 27th February 
contains an edict relating to successes 
obtained by the Imporial troops over the 
Mahomedans in Yunnan. 

A full summary of Honoxone news will 
be found on another page. 

A Nagasaxr correspondent gives us some 
particulars regarding a Japanese College 
at Kurume, near Nagasaki, which have 
interest as this is one of many similar 
schools scattered through tho country. 
“Kurume is about 80 miles from Nagasaki. 
It is a town of considerable size, and ap- 
parently ina flourishing condition. ‘Tho 
College contains 160 students, most of 
whom are the sons of officials and gentle 
men. There are altogether fifteon teachers 
—ten teachers of English, and five of Ma- 
thematics ; and many of the students have 
made considerable progress in both of 
these departments, As we said before, 
Kurume is one of many similar schools 
that have been established through the 
country. The plan of the Government 
appears to be, to gradually supplant the 
study of Chinese by the study of English 
the people seem generally pleased at tho 
change, and treat their Foreign teachers 
everywhere with a respect which forms a 
refreshing contrast to the demeanour of 
the Chinese toward barbarian interlopers.” 

‘Summaries of Japan news will be found 
under the usual Outport” heading. 
Among other items, an accountis translated 
from a native paper of a volcanic eruption 
which has done much injury, An edict 
has been published reorganising the Ja- 
panese army on European principle 

We also publish an account of a severe 
eruption in the Purutreives, which has 
caused much damage and loss of life. 

According to the latest accounts'from Java, 
all the talk there is about the expedition to 
Acheen, and its effects upon the pepper and 
other articles of produce from that interesting 
principality. The Dutch authorities, as 
‘usual, are very reticent in regard to this little 
affair. But people will talk, and we learn 
from private advices that a force, 5,000 strong, 
with cavalry and artillery, forms the strength 
of this expedition. We should have imagined 
that Great Britain would be represented there 
or thereabouts in the shape of a man-of-war 
in this little difficulty, were it not that Great 
Britain, as represented by Mr. Gladstone, is 
held of no account now-a-days. And the 
wise economy of his Government leaves a 
ceatral station of vital importance like Singa- 
pore and the Straits, with only a worn-out 
hulk like the Zebra for protection. —Singapare 
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Giitoyial Selections. 


MISSIONARIES IN THE FAR EAST. 
Tix appointment of the Day of Inter- 
cession has naturally called public 
attention to the subject of Missions ; 
and a number of articles good, bad, 
and indifferent have been outpoured 
on the occasion. The statements made 
‘are nob remarkable for novelty ; but, if 
we have nob new arguments, we have 
new language, and certain phases of the 
much vexed question appear perhaps 
more clearly from its present ventila- 
tion. The Pall Mall draws’ attention 
to the communication of an East End 
Missionary, who sets forth “the way in 
which the heathen in most cases become 
acquainted with the religion of English- 
mon.” The British Sailor is the most 
active and prominent exponent of West- 
ern ideas. “The colonist and the ship 
of war, if not the red uniform, succeed; 
and then comes the missionary 
with bis message of ‘Peace on 
earth, good will to men.’ In many 
cases, as in India, Australia and New 
Zealand, the scarlet uniform does ‘ en- 
liven tho scene.’ The incidents vary in 
particulars rather than in essentials. 
Coolie kidnapping and slavery present 
one aspect to the Fijis and tothe Chinese. 
Opium and successive conflicts bring 
innovations, and civil wars follow in 
natural seqrence.” ‘The writer proceeds 
to argue that a religion which presents 
itself in such bad company is not likely 
to make much way ; and that, further, the 
discussions amongst Christians are to 
be regarded as an evil and a stumbling 
block. It seems to us that this remark 
is not quite new; indeed we have 
an impression that several observations 
deprecatory of divisions and strifes in 
the Church are to be met with in the 
works of one of the earliest and most 
successful missionaries. However, the 
writer in the Pall Mall makes the 
assertion with all the air of a dis- 
coverer publishing a new truth for the 
first time. But this is pardonable 
enough. It is satisfactory that the 
proposition enunciated with such em- 
phasis happens to be true, for there 
can be no doubt that it would be very 
desirable if all Christian people differed 
Jess amongst themselves. Still, the pre 
sent state of affairs is not an unmitiga- 
ted evil. ‘Truth is many-sided, and so 
Jong as men have minds differently 
constituted, they will rebel against being 
forced to look one way. Miss Mar- 
tineau said, long ago, that it is vain to 
Jook for uniformity in religious opinion 
except when the human mind is in a 
state of stagnation; and though Mr. 
Gladstone was exceedingly indignant 
with the writer for daring to make “a 
melancholy and miserable and also 
untrue avowal,” he has probably found 
by this time that she was right and he 
was wrong. Thore is much good sense, 
however, in the latter part of the 
article. We cannot doubt that “the 
dogmatic element in all religion comes 
with exasperating force when foreigners 





and outer barbarians are the teachers.” 

Sir Rutherford Alcock is not hikely 
to remain silent when there is an 
opportunity of speaking, and therefore 
we have along diatribe from him on 
the evils of Ultramontanism. He does 
not regard the hostility to missionaries 
as the result of the dissatisfaction of 
heathens with the quarrels of Christians, 
nor does he exactly echo the ery about 
the inevitable gunboat. The protectorate 
of Missions by France, and the estab- 
lishment of an imperium in imperio 
are his bugbears. “The causes of 
missionary failures are political and not 
religious at all, in so far as either China 
or Japan are concerned.” The Japanese 
and the Chinese object to the religion 
of the Cross when it is presented by a 
Roman Catholic Power, and when its 
tenets involve at any time rebellion 
against the national Government. It 
may strike an ordinary reader as sin- 
gular that this eminently unpopular 
form of faith is shown by figures to be 
by far the most attractive, and that 
while Protestantism counts its converts 
by tens, Romanism counts them by 
thousands. But in this, as in every 
other respect,- China is a country 
of contradictions : the quasi-protection 
which the Romanist Missions afford 
their converts is an attraction to 
many. In strange contrast to our 
Inte Representative at Peking, who 
throughout assumes that Missions have 
failed, appears the letter of Lord Law- 
rence who, speaking of India, expresses 
his surprise at the progress of Christia- 
nity amongst the people. For our own 
part, we shall be glad to get rid of the 
word “heathen,” as a general term 
which sounds fitter for the days of the 
crusades than for this century ; for we 
are assured that, when all religions are 
studied and compared and not incon- 
siderately condemned, men will be found 
to have more common grounds of belief 
than are generally supposed. 











‘THE STATS OF TRADE. 
Some time ago, the Economist drew 
attention to the remarkable demand 
for iron which bas on several occa- 
sions been the preoursor of seasons of 
commercial panic, and gave a warning 
that in all probability some such 
season would follow on the very re- 
markable state of the iron market 
which has prevailed in England for 
some eighteen months. It might have 
gonefurther, andsaidthatalarge surplus 
of revenue was an almost equally sure 
precursor of commercial disaster. ‘The 
two in fact proceed from the same cause, 
a large stock of untmployed capital. 
After a series of p mus years, 
a superfiuity of capital seeks to find 
employment, and one capitalist vies 
with another as to the terms on which 
he is willing to lend it out. The pro- 
fits of trade naturally are cut down 
to the lowest limit, anda spur is thus 
given to production. The quantities 
of goods sent to market increase in 





such a proportion that the means of 





conveyance are found to be too limited, 
and schemes for improving theso are 
set on foot. The capitalist. who finds 
he can get little profit from his money 
in the ordinary course of trade, listens 
to projects to which at other times he 
would turn a deaf ear; and as iron, 
in these modern days. is the main 
clement of construction, unusual de- 
mands ‘are made on the’ mines and 
the manufacturers. From each of 
these sources the Government derives a 
larger revenue, and hence the one is 
naturally correlated with the other. 
Unfortunately it happens that the 
spurt which takes placo at such 
times is apt to carry on its initiators 
beyond the point that pradence 
would direct. It seoms a pity to 
haul up sharp the vessel of credit, 
just launched so successfully, and the 
limit of safety is apt to be oversbot 
and a reaction to set in. Such has 
been the regular result for the last 
thirty years, an alternation of periods 
of depression and seasons of unlimited 
credit. Situated as China is, at a dis- 
tance from the centres of commercial 
activity, she has yet been more or less 
carried’ into the vortex. Unlimited 
demands for the limited productions of 
the empire suited for foreign consump- 
tion lead to the gradual increase of 
prices. Tea and Silk go up in the 
China market as regularly as iron 
goes up in England, and from the same 
causes. For a time, the home markets 
keep pace with the supply, but the 
time comes when the stimulus of high 
prices succeeds in swamping the market. 
‘The tide once turned, the immediate re- 
valsion is sharp, far sharper than the 
rise, and commodities in consequence 
go down to prices ruinous to all. 
Such is the usual course of a panic, 
and it may be noticed that some of the 
usual symtoms have been presented for 
some time in England. One feature 
has, however, been absent. ‘The money 
market has never been cheapened to 
such an extent as before previous pa- 
nics, The rate of discount, notwith- 
standing the extension of trade, and 
the apparent recklessness with which 
prices have now run up, has kept at a 
high figure; and this proves, apparently, 
that in this caso the increase in trade 
was consequent on other causes besides 
a plethora of unemployed capital. At 
auy rate, judging from what news we 
can collect from home, there seems no 
dread of a return of such scenes as 
have marked the last three or four 
panies. A depression in trade after its 
unexampled increase is inevitable, but 
a sounder judgment seems to have been 
exercised than at former periods, and 
we may hope that the revulsion will in 
consequence be less severely felt. 





WHARFAGE DUES ON GOODS UNDER 
‘TRANSHIPMENT. 

‘Tusne can be very little question as to 

the impolicy of levying Municipal taxes 

on goods simply arriving at Shanghai 

for transhipment, and which never have 
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become: constituents of the trade of the 
port. As Mr, Johnson points ont in 
the letter of the Chamber of Commerce, 
the principle is a faulty one. The in- 
dividual tax levied is but small, so 
small that imposed on the consumer it 
is scarcely, if at all, appreciable; but 
the principle involved may be illustrated 
by an example. Suppose that each 
port of call en route from England were 
to adopt a similar tariff, the tax 
would certainly be so heavy that 
vessels would be compelled to relinquish 
carrying cargo to subsidiary ports, to 
the manifest inconvenience of trade in 
general and Shanghai in particular. 
‘There is doubtless much to be said on 
both sides, Though small in the par- 
ticular instance, the tax may in the 
aggregate bring in a good sum to the 
Municipality, and we know from other 
sources that the finances of the Council 
for the past year have been called on 
to the utmost limit, It is certainly a 
convenience for shippers to other 
and less important ports, to send their 
goods via Shanghai, a route which en- 
sures a more regular and rapid means 
of delivery than the few opportunities 
of shipping direct offer; and it be- 
comes question whether that con- 
venience is purchased at too high a 
rate by the imposition of the tax com- 
plained of. Again, the Home lines of 
stoamers are, it is well known, making 
arrangements for shipping to outside 
ports on through bills of lading, to a 
larger extent than before; and hence, the 
recognition of the liability of such goods 
for Municipal taxation might have the 
effect of removing a certain proportion 
of the ordinary constituents of Shanghai 
trade to other ports, On the other hand, 
it may be urged that such goods never 
became in reality constituents of the 
trade of the port, and that their 
appearance in the returns gives 
a “false idea of the amount of 
business transacted. We do not think 
much of the ingenious argument put 
forward, that the continuance of the 
tax will affect our interests with the 
Chinese Government. We imaging that 
that body is scarcely so well at home 
with arguments derived from the study 
of political economy, that it will care 
to entangle itself in a discussion where 
all the authorities are dead against it. 
It is necessary everywhere to impose 
taxes of some sort, in order to carry on 
the necessities of Government. Such 
necessities are in fact the only excuse 
for taxation, which otherwise would be a 
crime, politically as well as economically. 
It, however, behoves all Governments 
to see that their taxation does not 
interfere, or interferes as little as 
possible, with the course of trade, and 
that it is imposed in a manner the least 
burdensome to individuals. Municipal 
revenue has to be supplied somehow ; 
steamboat companies derive a very 
considerable profit from the port, and 
are not otherwise taxed. If they can, 
however, suggest a less burdensome 
method in raising revenue, or one which 
presses less unequally, we are certain 











that the Ratepayers and Municipal 
Council will gladly adopt it. 





THE “PALL MALL” ON PROGRESS. 


Ir is curious that, notwithstanding the 
manifest improvement in the sources 


|whence the Pall Mall Gazette derives 


its knowledge of affairs in China, it 
should still persist in sticking to the 
fanciful. It is however too anxious, or 
too sanguine, with respect to “progress” 
in the far East, to allow an opportunity 
of using the talismanic word to slip. 
It has just now, for instance, found 
out a great instance of progress, in the 
establishment of the Chinese Mercantile 
Steam Navigation Co. Now, our own 
attitude towards that Company is one 
of perfect friendliness. We were in fact 
the first tobid it speed. But we must 
confess we are not prepared to look upon 
it as altogether so progressive an institu- 
tion as the Pall Mall thinks. Driven by 
the hard logic of facts to see how firm is 
the hold foreign methods have taken in 
the Flowery Land, there are not want- 
ing retrogressionists who, of two evils 
choosing the least, are desirous of fight- 
ing foreigners with their own weapons. 
If it were possible to run foreigners off 
the coast and rivers by fair competi- 
tion, the end would be as well accom- 
plisbed as by force. In either case, with 
the departure of the last foreigner, the 
old regime would come in, and the 
intermediate instruments could be 
laid aside. Now while we welcome 
the introduction of the Chinese mer- 
cantile flag, it would be folly to 
ignore the fact that ideas such as we 
have sketched out, have much to do 
with the one piece of progress under- 
taken by the Chinese. For one thing, 
the official nature of the so called Mer- 
cantile Company is too glaring. The 
mercantile classes have, we believe, little 
or nothing to do with it, and the whole 
affair has something too artificial about 
it to be accepted as a genuine instal. 
ment of progress. We do not, for one 
moment, mean to imply that it may not 
eventually lead to a sounder advance. 
It is good to see officials taking a lead, 
and we would Jike to see non-officials 
following; but the lead should be, in 
frankly adopting an improvement as 
such, whereas we fear there is, here, 
an arridre pensée of using it for 
its own extinction. Its projectors 
have made no secret that their object 
is to ran foreigners off the coast, 
and that they intended to work the 
vessels by natives and in their own way. 
Perhaps this might, from one point 
of view, be called pure patriotism; but 
we regret to see in it a stronger tinge 
of the old principle of exclusiveness, 
and a despairing effort to uphold it. 
Perhaps the Pall Mall will believe 
that they intend to progress in another 
direction, ‘by reforming the Chinese 
language. For it is an interesting fact 
that the accounts of the company are, 
we believe, kept in English, and that 
that language figures on their bills of 








lading. We hardly think, however, 
that the Chinese officials interested in 
the present venture contemplate so 
complete a linguistic chango as that 
advocated by the Japanese Ambassador 
at Washington, as a probable corollary 
of the introduction of steamers on 
their coast. Only the Chinese lan- 
gaage does not lend itself readily to 
new ideas, and the managers have found 
themselves unexpectedly obliged to uso 
foreign details, to a cortain extent, in 
working their foreign ships. 








SAIGON. 
1 

In a former paper, I endeavoured to 
sketch very briefly the circumstances which 
led to the invasion of Annam and thecapturo 
of Saigon, Before the French had had 
time to push their advantage, the renewed 
outbreak of hostilities in China led to the 
recall of all the available forces from Cochin 
China, to join in the second expedition to 
Tientsin. Touranne was definitely aban- 
doned ; and a sufficient garrison, only, was 
left in Saigon to hold its own until ciroum- 
stances should permit the resumption of 
active hostilities. ‘The Annamese availed 
themselves of the opportunity to complete- 
ly hem in their adversaries, Saigon is 
situated on the point of a peninsula formed 
by two branches of the river ; and when the 
successful ending of the Chinesewar enabled 
the French expeditionary force to go to 
the assistance of their comrades, they 
found that the Annamese had constructed a 
treble line of earthworks, studded with 
cannon, from bank to bank, about a mile 
in the rear of the French position, 

Unaware of the treble difticulty which 
awaited them, the French carried the first 
line at the point of the bayonet, to find 
themselves checked by a point blank volley 
from the second ; and when their artillery 
had so far silenced the Annamese batteri 
as to enable the stormers to carry this 
also by assault, they found themselves in 
presence of a third work, from which a 
still hotter reception was experienced, and 
which caused still heavier loss, as tho 
excited soldiery refused this time to retire 
or the operation of their artillery, but 
pressed forward with the bayonet, ‘This 
twas the chief engagement of the war ; and 
hough plucky resistance was afterwards 
experienced at every available point, the 
whole of lower Cochin China was overrun 
and subjugated within twelve months, and 
finally constituted a French Colony, of 
which Saigon is now the capital. ‘The 
Native Rulers were obliged to recognise 
the fact, and to content themselves with 
the northern portion of their old dominions, 
which they still rule from their capital of 
Hué. For ten years, now, the country- 
men of Bishop Adran have ruled the best 
portion of the land in which he played so 
conspicuous a part, 

Saigon itself is situated on a deep but 
rather narrow river of the same name, 60 
miles from Cap St. Jacques. It was once 
the capital of Annam, under its native 
Sovereigns, but the Court was subsequently 
moved to Hué, out of reach of the pirates 
who found convenient haunts in the nu

merous creeks that intersect the low land 
between it and the sea, The country on 
cither sido of the river, forthe first 30 miles, 
is swamp covered with dense jungle in- 
hibited by monkeys and tigers, But marks 
of habitation become more frequent as you 
ascond, until the neighborhood of Saigon 
is richly and completely cultivated. ‘The 
creeks which intersect this plain afford ad- 
mirablemeans of carriage, and constitute the 
town a natural entrepot for the commerce, 
‘as well asa convenient political centre, of 
the colony. 

‘A writer who was present at the first 
capture of the city, says:—‘‘All the country 
surrounding the Citadel was occupied by the 
town of Saigon, composed chiefly of wooden 
houses covered with straw; though there 
rose here and there, in the midst of these, 
a few built of brick and roofed with tiles. 
‘These houses, nearly all constructed with a 
good deal of art, had each a well cultivated 
garden, and were surrounded by great trees 
whose shado protected them against the 
burning rays of the tropical sun. At the 
farthest extremity of Saigon was the Chi- 
nese district, which was the commercial 
quarter of the town, and recalled by its 
appearance the cities on the coast of 
China.” 

Of the Citadel, hardly one stone is now 
left standing on another, and the Annamese 
town described in such glowing terms has 
also nearly disappeared, the houses having 
no doubt beon destroyed for military rea- 
sons during the siege ; a great portion of 
the site is now covered by the broad streets 
and more ambitious buildings of the 
French conquerors. ‘The irrepressible 
Chinaman, only, holds his own. Choleyn, 
as the Chinese district is called, is still 
the commercial quarter of Saigon, and 
fa great proportion of the trade of the 
colony seems topass through Chinese hands. 
‘The Annamese, who are fewer than one 
would oxpest, live chiefly along the south 
branch of the river, and in detached vil- 
ages on the outskirts, 

‘Tt is almost needless to say that, in lay- 
ing out the foreign quarter, the French 
have displayed the characteristic taste of 
their nation. ‘The streets aro broad and 
well lined with trees, after the fashion of the 
Boulevards ; and a fine esplanade forms 
an agreeable lounge on a summer evening. 
A large building at tho eastern end, 
which first strikes the eye in coming up 
the river, belongs to the Hongkong baker 
from whose shop came the poisoned bread 
in 1859. But he pleads, I believe, inno- 
cence of that crime, throwing the blame 
on one of his subordinates as having been 
seduced by the Canton officials. The house 
is partly occupied by the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel and partly by public offices. Im- 
mediately adjoining the esplanade, are the 
premisesof the Messageries, alongside which 
the French mail steamers anchor. A wharf 
is being constructed on their frontage, and 
is rapidly approaching completion ; but for 
the present you have to land in native 
boats. Most of the business premises are, 
naturally, either on the river or nearly 
adjacent. Further inland, the houses 
‘are much seattered, and stand back in com- 
pounds shrouded with rich tropical foliage. 
‘An extensive Botanical Garden has been 








aid outin the environs, and the commence- 
ment of a Zoological collection made in it, 
after the Parisian model. ‘The most nota- 
ble animals there at present, are two splen- 
did tigers, monkeys, deer, and specimens 
of native wild cattle. The Gardens are 
distant about half an hour's drive from the 
landing place, and the road to them gives 
a very fair view of the town and 
suburbs, A missionary edifice in their neigh- 
bourhood, La Maison de Sainte Enfance, 
carefully closed as usual against intrusion 
by the curious, attracts attention from the 
peculiar semi-oriental style of its architec- 
ture. A handsomepalace which isbeing built 
for the Governor, after the model I believe 
of the Tuilleries, is worth a visit; and you of 
course drive to the Chinese quarter, if you 
wish to take away a complete impression 
of the town ; but the houses here, like the 
“ gharry” in which you travel, are identi- 
cal with those at Singapore. Your very 
conchman is a Kling, and understands 
neither English, Chinese, Annamese, nor 
Hindostanee. If you are very lucky in your 
selection, he may understand sixteen words 
of French, 

A favorite drive is to the tomb of the 
Bishop Adran, whom I mentioned in my 
first letter ; partly because of the half- 
romantic interest attaching to tho spot, 
partly because the drive is interesting in 
itself, and gives as good an idea of the 
surrounding country as the drive to the 
« Sardins Botaniques” does of the town. 
‘The same writer whose description of the 
old Annamese town I have translated, 
speaks enthusiastically of “the great plains 
cultivated with sugar-cane and rice, the 
centenarian trees rising majestically aloft 
and spreading wide their leafy branche: 
the plantains and lemon trees with th 
green foliage lighting up the vast fields”— 
which characterise the environs. But 
though these features are undoubtedly 
present, I think his brilliant word-painting 
conveys rather too gorgeous an impression 
of the reality. 

The ‘Plaine des Tombeaux,” in which 
is situated the “Tombeau de lEveque 
Adran,” lies four or five miles to the back 
of Saigon, and is dotted as its name 
implies, with graves—of which many, I 
believe, -refer to the time when Saigon 
was capital of the Empire. The road 
runs through a plain, rich in tropical ve- 
getation, and sparsely studded with home- 
steads of the Annamese peasants. We pass 
thongh one large village which, in the 
multiplicity of pigs, fowls and children, the 
huts open to the road, and general charac- 
teristics, reminds us much of the outskirts 
of Singapore—and in personal appearance, 
too, as woll as in characteristic habits, the 
Annamese greatly resemble the Chinese, to 
whom they are of course a cognate race, 
‘Tie type of featuro is the same, though 
the face is somewhat uglier, and even the 
dress differs in fashion rather than in 
character. That of the officials greatly 
resembles the old Chinese style under the 
last (Ming) dynasty. 

I have said that Bishop Adran’s Tomb 
is, for various reasons, one of the lions, 
But—in my experience at least—the ob- 
‘tuseness of the Kling coachmen in the 
matter of language, renders getting to it 











nearly as hard a task as reaching one 
of the ruined cities of the interior, The 
search occupied me from 11 a.m. to 6.90 
P.M. ; involving two separate excur- 
sions and the complete exhaustion of 
two ponies. Indeed we only discovered it 
at last by wandering about the country 
with a photograph of it which I had 
bought in Saigon, and which a peasant 
more intelligent than the re: last re- 
cognised. He succeeded in directing tho 
driver to the neighbourhood ; and after 
much wandering and much further ex- 
hibition of photograph, we were at last 
guided into the heart of a clump of trees, 
and found ourselves in front of the long 
sought mausoleum. I am bound to say 
that, apart from the historic interest to 
which I havo alluded, jtho, Tomb itself 
hardly repaid the search, It is ox- 
actly like a small Chinese temple— 
with screen in front and walled all round, 
A large expanse of roof with the familiarly 
curved gables, supported on wooden pil- 
lara ; in the centre a raised bed of whitened. 
brick, bearingno inscription; and at the back 
an altar and; tablet, also in Chinese style 
and beating Chinese characters. —Here was 
the last resting place of the man who may 
certainly be regarded as the pioneer of his 
countrymen in Cochin-China,

The China Mail draws attention to a 
Portuguese paper called O Catholico, 
published in the Colony, and which dis- 
tinguiahes itself by pointing out the hor 
rors of the Protestant faith. ‘ake the 
following, which describes the fate of the 
sons of a man educated by Protestants :— 

“The sons give themselves to the yoke of 
vice, and the father beneath decre- 

tude and misery. falls sick, and the 
illness is severe, but his sons take no care of 
him. He lies at length in the most terrible 
despair, deserted ie wife and children, 
and as he despised during his life, 30 God 
humiliates him in death.” 

Yet the same paper would probably 
abuse the Chinese for publishing misstate- 
ments in the “Death Blow to Corrupt 
Doctrine.” 

The Hongkong, C. & M. Co.’s steamer 
Kinshan has been repaired and resumed 
running. No.4 of the China Review was 
published on the 15th. The Daily 
Press publishes the following case of tor- 
ture :—“ A Chinese girl of between 12 and 
14 years of age, laid a complaint before the 
Hon. C. May, on the 13th, in which was 
detailed an ‘incident of most revolting 
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brutality. The girl’s pocket mother, it 
appears, a fortnight ago, sent her out to 
make purchases, and on her return, some 
act of the girls led her to strip the unfor- 
tunate child naked, and impress all over 
her body red hot irons, in somo places 
allowing the iron to sink deop in the flesh, 
She then locked the girl up in a room, 
where she was confined till yesterday 
morning, without any attempt made to 
heal up the wounds, or to supply her with 
proper food. On making her escape yes- 
terday morning, she was directed by some 
other small girl how to act, and was led by 
her to the Acting Registrar-General, who, 
on hearing the revolting circumstances, ab 
once sent the girl up with Inspector King 
to the Hon. ©, May, and a warrant was 
immediately procured for the apprehen- 
sion of the inhuman person whom she 
calls mother. At last accounts she had 
not been found, but we trust she will bo 
caught, and receive her deserts,” 





MANILA. 
‘The Comercio publishes the following ac- 
count of a volcanic outburst in the island 
of Mindanao:—“At 3 a, m. on the 1dth 
Jan., 2 new voleano made its appearance in 
‘a mountain ridge there, in which there 
were several quiescent volcanoes; the new 
one is about three days’ journey from tho 
nearest of the latter. ‘The outburst of this 
new volcauo was terrible; three villages 
have been buried under the lava, and stones 
cast out. The eruption was preceded by 
smart shocks of earthquake, and by under- 
ground sounds ; not only were the afore- 
said villages destroyed, but the lava also 
stopped the courses of ‘three rivers, which 
had to flow in new channels in’ conse- 
quence. Four hundred persons aro said 
to have perished by this catastrophe, which 
reminds one of Pompeii and Herculancum, 
‘Tho only persons saved were those who 
had fled precipitately, after abandoning 
heir children through fear. ‘Two villages 
situated at a greater distance from tho vol- 
cano than those destroyed, escaped, al- 
though they have suffered from the earth- 
quake shocks. ‘The voleano is a now one 
beyond doubt, because where it has broken. 
out there was no trace whatever of any ex- 
tinct crater ; on the contrary, the whole 
mountain was, before the outburst, covered 
with vegetation, on which account the luck- 
less villagers who have fallon victims be- 
jieved themsolves safe, Such are the 
details furnished by a Mahomedan who 
had aucceaded in escaping with much dif- 
ficulty to the town of Pollok from the scene 
of the calamity. At Pollok, about thirty 
miles from the volcano, several earth- 
wakes haye been felt, especially one on 
the 2ist Jan., which was the most severe 
since the outburst began ; although it was 
of short duration, it alarmed the people 
tnch, because the shock waa a terrible one, 
and was preceded by a dreadful under- 
ground sound resembling thunder. This 
garthquake moved from N. to 8.—Daily 
ress.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Feb. 15th.—Yong-hang presents a sup 
plementary petition on behalf of Yu-lih 
‘a Revenue official, who in the 7th year of 
the present reign presided over the Army 
supplies, when a great inundation occurred 
in Gan-hwuy. During the consequent 
distress, this officer, by his excellent 
management, procured sufficient supplies 
for the soldiers from other places, and the 
petitioner prays that he may be rewarded 
with a peacock’s feather, 

‘The petitioner further prays that Wang- 
sze who has twice acted as Criminal Judge 
in that province, and who has succeeded in 
arresting and bringing to justice several 
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ringleaders of the rebels, may be promoted. 
‘The Emperor grants both petitions. 

(2) Another petition hs been presented 
by the same official, praying the Emperor 
to excuse an able and talented Taou-tac 
for not coming up to Peking at the ap- 
pointed period to present himself at Court. 
He is prevented from doing so in conse- 
quence of the commencement of the 
ploughing season, during which time his 
Presence is required at his post in order to 
Suppress any irregularities or disturbances 
which may arise, 

(8) Toh-lun-poo addresses the Throne 
with regard to his receiving the seals of 
his office and proceeding without delay to 
occupy his new post. On the 23rd day of 
the tenth month of the eleventh year of 
the prosont reign, the petitioner received a 
despatch from the acting General, Chang- 
shan, to the effect that the latter had 
orders from the Emperor to act as General 
in commaud at Woo-le-yaou-soo-tae, while 
the petitioner himself wos ordered to act 
as Ts‘ant‘au-tachin at Ko-poo-to. On the 
third day of tho eleventh month, the 
petitioner returned thanks for the Impe- 
rial bounty, and set out on his journey. 
The weather at that time appeared to be 
excessively cold on the frontier, and as the 
snow was several foot deep he was obliged 
to use camols and horses in order to pursue 
his journey, and thus moved on step by 
step to the'place of destination, On. the 
Sth day of the twelfth month he arrived 
‘at the city of Ko, and on that day re- 
ceived tho box containing his seal of office 
from a messenger named Ming-lovei sent 
by Chang-shun,” ‘The petitioner then 
placing the seal on a temporary altar 
prostratod himself before it, in token of 
gratitude for the Imperial bounty, and 
thus completed his appointment to office. 
The Emperor acknowledges the reooipt 
of the communication, 

17th.—The Council of War has received 
verbal ‘instructions to the effect that, sub- 
sequent to His Majesty's accession to the 
‘Throne on the 26th of the present month, 
whatever Civil or Military official desires 
to be presented at Court, must first give in 
f statement of his position and rank, ac- 
cording to, the regulations made on this 
subject in the reign of the Emperor Taou- 
Kwang, and also in the first year of the 
Emperor Heon-fung’s reign. 

(@) ‘The Emperor issues, the following 
Eiiot. King-ling potitions for money from 
tho Treasury for important repairs. Dur- 
ing the third month of the present year, 

fo respectfully received the commands of 
the two Empresses to visit the Tung-ling 
tomb. ‘Tho bridges, however, and thi 
tire road through the different stages 
quiro repairing, as well as the Imperial 
reception palaces ; and these repairs should 
bo attended to without delay. ‘The Yung- 
tse and Chow-pe treasuries being quite 
empty at present, King-ling prays us to 
tako 12,000 Taele from the Provincial 
‘Treasury for this purpose ; and we accord- 
ingly command Le Hung-chang to send 
orders to the Provincial ‘Treasurer to pay 
ut this sum, and to appoint an officer to 
convey it to the Tung-ling tomb about. the 
first day of the second month. ‘There 
must not be the least delay in paying out 
the money at the time appointed, lest the 
accomplishment of the necessary repairs be 
retarded. Let King-ling immediately ap- 
point an officer to see that this money is 
uused economically, and that all the work 
is carefully done. "And, when the money 
has all been expended, ” We require King- 
ling to draw out an exact statement of ex- 
penditure, separating the various items, 
and to send in the account to the Board 
for inspection. Let there not be the slight- 
est attempt to falsify the account. Respect 
this. 

Feb. 19th.—The Emperor issues an edict. 
King-gan and Chun-jew petition Us with 
regard to certain tombs which have been 
broken into by thieves, and they implore 
Us to issue orders that the matter be in- 


















































quired into, and the thieves arrested. The 
tombs of the concubines of the Prince 
Lun-choo, and the Prince Chun-shan, situ- 
ated at Urh-le-kow outside the Se-chih-mén 
gate were broken into by thieves and rob- 
bed during the first month of the present 
year. The tomb of the late Tartar General 
of the city named Chun-ting, which is 
situated outside the wall of the aforesaid 
tombs, has also appearance of having been 
broken into. Now, the laws provide that 
those who break into tombs must be pun- 
ished for their crime; and, assuredly, 
those ought to be visited with still more 
severe punishment who go the length 
of breaking into the ancestral tombs of 
Princes, which are situated in the very 
precinets of Peking. ‘These thieves are evi- 
Gently a fearless and dissipated set of rufii- 
ans, and the thief-takers are careless in 
the extreme. We command the police of 
the Tung-ling Yamun, atid of the five 
divisions of the city, to inquire into this 
matter, to arrest the thieves without de- 
lay, and to send them up to the Board to 
be ‘punished. And we further command 
that the watchmen at the tombs be strictly 
examined in order to discover whether they 
have been accomplices in this robbery or 
not. Let these orders bé strictly attended 
to as awarning to all doltish villians, 
Respect this, 

(2). An edict, Too-hing-ah petitions 
that leave may be granted to an officer of 
the Imperial Body-guards, to return to 
his post at Peking, and that he may be 
rewarded for his services. 

‘Lo-poo-to-urh-cha-foo is an officer of the 
first rank in our Imperial Body-guards. 
He recently accompanied Too-hing-ah with 
troops to the southern districts of Téen- 
tain, in pursuit of the rebels. Shortly 
afterwards he was sent to Fung-téen to 
reconncitre, and to defend that place 

inst the Insurgents ; and he remained 

lere for five years, from first to last dili- 
genlly discharging’ his duties. All these 
services aro certainly meritorious to a cer- 
tain degree, and we therefore command 
that he further be appointed Foo-too-tung 
in order to shew that strenuous exertion 
always meets its reward. This officer is 
also permitted to ‘return to his post at 
Peking. Respect this. 

(8). ‘The Emperor has issued orders to 
the Astronomical Board to select a propi- 
tious day, either in the third or fourth 
month of the present year, for commenc- 
ing the repairs at the Imperial tombs. 

(4). The Seun-foo of Ché-kéang petitions 
with regard to the Che-héon of Chang- 
hing-héen, who was deprived of office 
in consequence of embezzling 2,100 Tacls 
tribute money paid into his treasury. This 
officer has now, however, returned the mo- 
ney within a certain period allowed him 
for doing so, and the petitioner begs that 
he may be re-instated in his office, ‘The 
Emperor grants the petitic 

20th.—Ying-yuen petitions with regard 
to a sum of 50,000 Taels at presont lying 
in the office of the Superintendent of the 
salt trade ‘at Léang-hwae, and prays that 
it may be appropriated to the repairing of 
the Imperial tombs, ‘Tho Emperor grants 
the petition, 

(2) Le Héh-neen petitions with regard 
to the Che-héen of Ning-hwa-héen, in 
‘Ting-chow-foo, in the province of Fih- 
Keen. ‘This officor has twice defeated the 
rebels in that locality, and was wounded 
in one of his engagements with the enemy. 
Notwithstanding these services, however, 
‘on his removal to Nan-tsing-yuen, he was 
guilty of embezzling a sum of money, and 
was tried for that offence. His attempted 
explanation being unsatisfactory, the peti- 
tioner prays the Emperor to deprive the 
criminal of office, and to issue orders that 
the matter be further investigated. 

(8) The Seun-foo of Shan-tung petitions 
the Emperor to add one Civil and one

‘ow Tih-tsuy the Che-héen of Yu-ching- 
héen, and Sung Tsoo-tsoun the Che-héen 
of Chang-shan-héeu have sent in informa- 
tion to the petitioner that, during the tenth 
month of the past year, thieves in both 
their districts ave battered down doors 
and broken into houses, stealing both 
money and clothes. In each of these places 
the booty carried off amounted to more 
than ninety Taels, and the thioves have 
neither been arrested nor pursued. Such 
negligence as this virtually annuls the 

















laws which command the arrest of thieves ; 
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and the petitioner therefore considers it his 
duty to pray His Majesty to deprive the 
two Magistrates aforesaid of their offices, 
and to appoint a limit of two months for 
arresting the thieves, and bringing them 
to trial. 

His Majesty grants the petition, and 
orders the Board of War to punish the two 
‘Magistrates according to the prayer of the 
petition. 

(4) The same official presents another 

supplementary petition in reference to the 
following case. Shuy-sang the Cho-heen 
of Lae-yang-héen has forwarded informa- 
tion that Sun-she, the daughter of a scho- 
Jar named Seun King-ling an inhabitant 
of his district, has from her enrliest years 
deen betrothed toa student named Chang 
Tene-han, the son of Chang Hung-kew a 
resident in the same district. ‘Te mar- 
riage, however, never took place. In the 
fifth month of the sixth year of the present 
ign, the Rebels sneaking into that 
trict Caused disturbance, and Chang Tsac- 
han_was killed in an engagement, while 
leading on a party of volunteers to attack 
them.” On the retreat of the rebels, Sun- 
she, hearing of the death of her betrothed 
Insband, was so grieved that she no longer 
desired to live. Her relations frequently 
advised her and endeavoured to comfort 
her; but she herself resolutely made a 
vow of perpetual virginity. On the third 
day of the ninth month of the present 
‘ear, it will be five years since this girl 
Tins ‘gone over to the fanily of the betro- 
thed husband, to mourn for the deceased 
and to observe her vow. She has during 
this period acted with dutiful affection to- 
wards the mother of the deceased, and all 
her neighbours extol her virtue. “The pe- 
titioner having examined into the matter, 
And. finding all the particulars of the cass 
to be correct, implores his Majesty to take 
it into his gracious consideration, aid to 
confer a mark of distinction upon the girl, 
His Majesty grants the petition, 

(8) The Governor General of Fuh- 
kien “and Ché-keang provinees, and 
the Seun-foo of Fuh-kéen provinee, peti- 
tion against an expectant Che-héen in 
charge of tho district salt tax-treasury, for 
appropriating public money to his ‘own 
use, and falsifying his accounts, ‘The pe- 
itioners pray that he may be degraded 
from office, brought to trial, and punished, 
His Majesty grants the petition, — > 

22nd—Ring-lin the overseer of silk ina- 
nnfactures of Nan-king, petitions that 
seven petty officials who have had some 
trouble in’ the transmission of silks and 
satins to Peking for the Emperor's wed- 
ding outfit, may be rewarded. ‘The Em- 
poror grants the petition, 

28rd—The Emperor issues two Edicts, 
in the first of which His Majesty acknow- 
ledges His obligations to the two Em- 

presses, who for more than ten years have 
istened behind the screen to the affairs of 
State, aud have favoured his Majesty with 
their wise and valuable counsels. - Through 
the exertions of their Majesties, in con- 
nection with those associated with them in 
the went, all disturbances have 
ceased thronghout the Empire, and the 
kingdom enjoys peace and tranquillity. 
His Majesty expresses His fears lest 
through inability He may not properly 
dischaxge His onerous duties as sovereign 
of the Empire, and He calls upon all the 
Prinees and State olicials to co-operate 
with him in all future endeavours to pro- 
mote the welfare of His subjects. 

+ (2) In His second Edict, the Emperor 
commands the several yaméns to-make all 
necessary preparations for His Majesty’s 
worship at the temple of Fung-seen-téen, 
in imitation of the example of the previous 
Emperor. 

(8) The Emperor respectfully acknow- 
ledyes the receipt of instructions from their 
Majesties the two Empresses, exhorting 
‘Him to continued diligence in the pursuit 
of those studies which are necessary for 
the thorough education of a wise and vir- 






















































tuous sovereign, as well as in the practice 
of those warlike exercises and feats of 
horsemanship for which His Majesty’s 
Ancestors have always been renowned. 
2ith—An Edict is issued by the Em- 
peror i reference to the petition of three 
officials regarding the assembling of troops 
in Yunnan and Kwei-chow, and their 
driving out the old nests of rebels from 
Sin-ching, thus clearing the entire water 
course to the province of Kwei-chow, of 
these marauders, The bonndaries of Sin- 
ching in Kwei-chow, and Ping-e with other 
Chows and Héens in Yunnan are conti 
guous, and the Mahometan rebel Kin Wan- 
chaow with his bandits herded together 
in_ a central point for the purpose of com- 
mitting depredations in both provinces. 
Lew Yoh-chaou and others gave orders to 
the troops of Yunnan and Kwei-chow to 
unite together and to pnesuc and exter- 
minate them : also, to destroy ‘utterly all 
the haunts of these rebels. In conse- 
quence of these orders, great numbers 
were taken prisoners and put to death. 

On the fifth day of the tenth month of 
the past year, the Te-tih Chow Taow-woo 
led on the troops in person, and uniting 
his forces to those of Shin Show-y 
sed forward to the city of Sin-ching, and 
forced an entrance at the South Gate. He 
seized the head Mahometan bandit Kin 
Wan-chaou with others, pat them to death, 
and utterly exterminated all the chief 
leaders of the rebellion, besides recovering 
the city of Sin-ching out of their posses- 
sion; and thus, the entire water course 
leading to Kwei-chow was completely 
cleared of rebels. 

All the Civil and Mi 
engayed in these trans: 
nded to forward their names to the 
Board, that they may be rewarded accord- 
ing to their several degrees of merit.

28th.—An Edict. The Censor Woo 
Himg-gan presents a_potition respectfully 
expressing his own limited views of mat- 
tera, and’ as it were looking at heaven 
through a small tube. The petitioner 
treats of the several duties of regulating 
our actions approach our conduct 
to that of the wise ; weighing the capabili 
ies of exch official, ‘and commiserating our 

jects ; discriminating between truth and 
falsehood in words, and examining into the 
correctness or incorrectness of alleged 
facts, Not one of these duties can possibly 
be dispensed with. In now taking upon 
ourselves the management of the numerous 
affairs of State, we must exercise caution 
and diligence both by day and by night, 
not venture to indulge, in the least 
degree, in luxurious ease ‘and idleness. 
‘We mist also trust to the Imperial Princes, 
Uhe Chief Ministers of state, and higher 
officers of ench provinee, to assist us with 
their counsel; so that haply great adv: 
tage may arise from the collection of vari 
ous opinions and our subjects may enjoy 
tranquillity. It is, in fact, a matter of 
the greatest importance that none but men 
of ability should be employed in governing 
aconntry, We have already issued orders 
that the higher officials of exch province 
shall only recommend men of known 
ability, for office; and always carefully 
enquire into the capabilities of each candi- 
date. If there be found any officers who 
are distinguished above others for their 
wisdom and abilities, then Jet these be 
recommended to us, as opportunity occurs, 
in order that they may be appointed to 
official positions. 

From the time that our army has been 
successful in engagements with rebels, the 
py of the soldiers has not been sufficient 
for their necessities, and Wo have no 
means of further replenishing Our treasury. 
‘The petitioner informs Us that the officers 

































































































and gentry who Lave had the care of the 


provincial treasuries, have frequently made 
the public service an excuse for appro- 
priating money to their owa use, and have 
abstracted whatever sums they pleased 
‘This is a most hatefal and detestable affair! 
We command the Tsung-tuh and the Seun- 
foo of each province to look into this mat- 
ter in future ; and, if sueh disgraceful con- 
duct is repented, ‘let the delingnents be 
immediately degraded and punished.

WHARPAGE DUES. 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TO MUNICIPAL 
COUNCIL. 

Shanghai, Ldth March, 1873, 

Sim,At the Annual General ‘Meoting 
of the Chamber of Commerce in Novem- 
ber last, the following Resolution was pro- 
posed and earried— ae, 

‘That this Chamber is of opinion that 
tho system at present carried ont, of charg- 
ing dues on goods transhipped, is wrong in 
principle and damaging to tho trade of 
the port, and that the Secretary is hereby 
instructed to address the Municipal Coun- 
cil and other authorities on the subject, 
with the view of making a provision that 
no dues be charged on eango, transhipped 
at this port which is in transit to another 

a 

And in accordance therewith, I have the 
honour to address you on behalf of the 
trading interests represented by this 
Chamber, to express the opinion of the 
Committee as to the impolicy involved in 
the principle, and the injury inflicted by 
the practice of taxation on merchandizo 
which is entered at this port merely for 
transhipment. ‘ 

I need hardly remind the Council that, 
as the port of Shanghai owes much of its 
commercial prosperity to tho fact that it is 
an important centre of distribution for 
foreign trade, the welfare of all classes of its 
community is concerned in the promotion 
to the fullest practicable extent of the free 
passage of merchandize. A tax such as 
wharfage dues, levied for purposes of reve- 
nue upon goods warchoused at the port, 
beara but a small proportion to the aver- 
age profits earned by those concerned in 
the trade in them; and even if the tax 
falls upon the consumer, its incidence is 
not sufficiently heavy to so increase cost 
‘as to appreciably interfere with consump- 
tion, The Committee conceives therefore 
that the levy of wharfage dues under the 
conditions of finance open to the u- 
nicipality, is as equitable a mode of raising 
revenue for the purposes of local govern- 
ment as could be devised. But the sume 
tax, when levied upon goods which are 














brought here for transhipment and which 
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in almost all esses could be conveyed to 
their destination by other routes, is nut so 
evenly distributed, for it has to be borne 
either by the owner of them or by th 
carrier. If borne by the former, then he 
direetly concerned in seeking other routes 
by which the taxation would be avoided ; 
Dut if, as is more probable, the tax hns to 
be paid by the carrier, a most onero! 
and unfair burthen is thrown upon ship- 
ping, the effect of which must ultimately 
‘be to raise the average rates of freight by 
vessels visiting the port. In either cave 
the interests of Shanghai suffer. 

‘Phe Council cannot fail to be aware that 
a large transhipment business between this 
port ud Japan is carried on, in goods 
brought hither by the great Ocean steam 
Tines, and I submit that under a wise policy 
this ‘business would be encouraged and 
fostered, instond of being oppressed and 
checked’ by the special taxation to whi 
under the present system, it is subjected. 

Tt appours to the Committee that the 
Mouaicipality has no greater claims to put 
forward, for the levy uf duties upon goods 
in transitu, than could be urged by the 
respective "Governments of Hongkong, 
Singapore and Ceylon for the adoption of 
4 similar policy, which a reyard for sound 
fiscal principles’ lias ever induced them to 
renounce. 

As Chairman of this Chamber, it has fro- 
quently been amy duty to represent to the 
Chinese Goverment the ultimate advan- 
tage to the revenue, and the immediate 
Denolits to trade, which would ensue in the 
nto. of re-expotted yoods upon liberal 
application of the principles of drawback 
exemptions from duty. Tn any similar 
ropresentations which the Chamber 
hereafter have occasion to make, it wil 
find itself seriously embarrassed’ by tho 
example of an illiberal and unsound system 
of finance to which the Municipality 
lends its support, unless the Council be 
prepared to remove the impost against 
which it is the objeot of this eommunica- 
tion to protest, 

I am aware that the Land Regulations 
undor Section EX authorize the levy, but it 
is of course competent to the Ratepayers 
to leave their powers in. this respect in 
abeyance, and I am to express the hope of 
the Committee that the Couneil will frame 
its estimate for 1873 without reference to 
revenue derived from cargo entered at the 
Custom Houso for transhipment

SHANGHAI SHOULD BE A PORY OF REGISTRY. 


IM CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 70

My Lonp,—I have the honour to ad- 
dress your Lordship, on behalf of Britis 
‘Merchants resident at Shanghai, to ask tho 
attention of H, M.’s Government to the 
Claims of this Port to be constituted a 
Port of Registry for British Shipping. T 
an informed that tho question has already 
been laid before the Foreign Office in a 
dispatch from Sir Ratherford Alcock to 
Lord Clarendon, dated Hankow, 21st Nov- 
etnber, 1869, which enclosed a ‘joint com- 
munication on the same subject from Sir 
Bamund Homby, Chief Judge of the Su- 

reme Court for China aud Japan, and 
Mir Medhurst, H. M’s Consul for this 
place, and it is understood that the ropro- 
fontations made by those gentlemen were 
in favour of the proposal which the Cham- 
ber desires now to advocate. 

‘T should state to your Lordship that the 
port of Shanghai being the centre of a large 








and increasing trade, which employs a nu- 
merous fleet of sailing and steam vessels, 
the nature of the traffic renders it essen- 


tially necessary that this fleet should be in 
a large proportion locally owned. 

‘There is an important distributing trade 
carried on between Shanghai and th 
of Japan, as well as between Shanghai 
the Northern ‘Treaty ports of Chiua, but of 
still greater importance is the carrying 
trade on the Yangtsze, conducted almost 
wholly by steamers, owned by local com- 
panies or private firms in this place. 

‘he laws of the United States, stringent 
in all matters relating to the construction 
and navigation of vessels under the Am; 
rican fing, have been so far relaxed 

order to foster the interests of United 
States Merchants and Shipowners resident 
abroad, that regulations exist which ad- 
mit of vessels foreign built being furnished 
by Consular Authorities with 
certificates of ownersInp havi 
effect in foreign waters of National Regis- 
ters. 

‘he large fleet of steamers owned by the 
Shanghai Steam Navigation Company aud 
under the United States flag, it is under- 
stood, are for the most part held under 
system of ownership, while vessels 
ler the British flag must be provided 
with Registers, which ean be obtained only 
at somo British port, the nearest of which 
is Hongkon, 

In the case of vessels constructed here, 
sailing letters can be procured from H. 
M.'s Minister at Peking ; but these doc- 
uments have to be renewed annually, and 
are subject to considerable expense ; and in 
cases where vessels have to be transferred 
from a foreign flag, the usual course of 
registration is indispensable. 

need hardly point out that the incon- 
Yeuiences, expense and delay entailed upon 
the owners on all occasions of transfer or 
of morlgage are thus very great, and that 
these conditions aro still more onerous in 
respect to vessels constructed here or in 
any other foreign country, and which con- 
sequently mnst be sent to Hongkong be- 
fore Registration can be made. In the 
case of a steamer constructed exclusively 
for riverine trafic, such a-voyage would at 
all times be hazardous, and frequently be 
impossible ; and I an to ask your Lordship 
to give the proposition which I believe lias 
‘been already laid before the Foreign Oflice 
in a detailed form, the consideration which 
its really great importance deserves. 

‘The extent of the interests involved may 
be estimated after a perusal of the ap; 
ed list* of British vessols which are either 
wholly or in part of the property of resi- 
dents at the Northern Ports of China, but 
Ishould mention that steamers under the 
American flag locally owned are much more

creek, aud the boat-house intervening in his 
frontage was very inconvenient, However, 
he agreed to let the Club remain there for 
this year and probably next, until the 
Bunding Scheme was finished. He (the 
Chairman) wrote to Mr. Cowie informing 
him of this arrangement, and had received a 
reply conveying Kwong’ Yu-chong’s formal 
assent to it, on the distinct understandin, 
that the Club should pay their rent an 
remove at d of 74. To this he had 
replied that the matter should be handed 
over to the new Committee, who would no 
doubt confirm the ayreement. ‘The ori- 
ginal agreement [read] bound the Club to 
remove on receipt of one year’s notice, and 
to pay $10 per annum rental. Four years 
after that was concluded, the question of 
removal had come up, and a letter had 
been written to Kwong Yu-chong by the 
then Hon. Secy., saying that the S.R.C. 
understood the agreement and were pre- 
pared to act upon it. It had been sug- 
gested that the frontage did not belong to 
Kwong Yu-chong, but to the Consulate ; 
but even if this were so, he did not think 
it would be fair, after what had passed, for 
the Club to plead it.

‘At first sight the accounts did not look 
very favourable, as there were several de- 
endencies, but’ the expenses Inst season 
iad been unusually heavy. ‘The cost of 
repairing the ground (is. 180) and p 
the rules (31) would alone have taken away 
any credit balance they might have had. 
But in addition to that, owimg to the con- 
finuod dryness of the’ season, there had 
een an unusnal amount of plaz ; and Akew 
(ihe contractor) found that, instead of 
aying his way with the Tis. 480 allowed 
him, ho had lost ‘Tis. 150. ‘The Com- 
mittee went very carefully into his state- 
ments and, finding them correct, agreed to 
allow hima further ‘Tis. 150 which just 
covered his actual expenses. One reison 
he gave for the additional outlay was, that 
the gentlemen always required his cooli 
to field, and sometimes wanted two or three 
coolies'at each wicket. He had therefore 
Geen obliged to employ four extra ones 
deyond his regular number of 12. Then 
the ‘Tis, 150 which appeared due to the 
Recreation Fund for rental of ground for 
the six months ended in December 1572, 
was really a dependency—for rent for 
the Inst half of 1871—brought forward 
from the previous year. ‘The last report 
hind said everything was in flourishing con- 
dition, but there was this debt of 'Tls. 150, 
nnd the payment of it had involved the 
appearance of a similar dependency in 
this year’s report. They must also re- 
member that, during the previous season, 
‘Mis. 1200 of back rents had been paid off. 

Mr. Hearw thought ls. 150 a large in- 
crease on the cost of keeping the ground, 
especially as there appeared another item 
of, Tis 130 for relaying the Match ground. 

‘The Cnarmatay said, yet Akew wanted 
to give up the contract, which he would 
hardly do if hemade a profit. But he had 
tried to work it and had only lost his own 
wages. 

‘Mr. Manson thought Akew was rather in- 
clinod tostickit on, but they would not get 
‘another man to do'it so well.

THE NORTHERN STEANERS. 

The following details which have beon 
stnt us, of the voyage of the first steame 
of the ‘eenson to Tientsin, is still interest- 
ing, although some of the particulars have 
been anticipated :— 

‘As usual at this season of the year, con- 
sidetable interest has been manifosted in 
the first voyage of the steamers belonging 
to the various Companies, for the Nor- 
thern Ports, especially as to which boat 
should reach Chefoo and ‘Tientsin first. 
The boats belonging to the 8. 8. N. Oo., 
were the Chihli, Shanse and Szechuen, which 
got away on Sunday morning March 2nd 
in the following order, the Chihli and Szo- 
chwen at 4 a.af., and the Shanse at 4.30 a. 
x., the Appin’ belonging to the C, C. 
S.’S. Company left her moorings at 12 
o’clock the previous night and ‘anchored ab 
‘Woostng until 2 o’clock the next morning, 
thus gaining a start of at least 3 hours 
from those boats leaving Shanghai ; the 
alas belonging to the same Company, loft 
Shanghai about 5 at. ; the Aden’ also 
started, but in consequence of drawing so 
great a depth of water was obliged to make 
a considerable detour ; on passing Sha-wei- 
shan, the boats were in the following 
order—Shanse leading followed bySzechuen, 
Chikli, and Taku, the Aden being hull 
down astern, The whole of the steamers 
kept: well together during Sunday and 
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Monday, the Taku at sunset of the latter 
day being about 10 miles ahead, the Chihli 
Shanse, and Szechuen being much closer 
together, the Chihli being somewhat ahead. 
‘During Sunday the Shanse was observed to 
stop two or three times, the last of which 
‘was fora considerable period which allowed 
the competing boats to pass her, caused 





we understand from her machinery having 
been lately altered, and not working quite 
to the satisfaction of the Engineers. How- 


ever the three 8. S. N. Boats arrived at 
Chefoo in the following order on Tuesday, 
Seechuen 6.15 .at. Chilli 5.25 a.m. Shanse

minutes of each other; the Taku arrived 
one hour and a half later, having it is sup- 
posed passed the Promontory without 
Seeing it—and consequently uot knowing 
her whereabouts until daybeeak—the 4p-

The ships unloaded as quickly as coolies 
could unload, and away they started, to 
encounter one of the hardest gales ahead 
a.seaman could wish to steer clear of, re- 
sulting in the arrival of the Shanse, Captain 
Steele at Taku Bar on Wednesday at 2.10 
vat. the Taku 2.25 p.at. and the Chilli at 
8.60 P.at, In consequence of uo depth of 
water on the Bar they lost two tides, 
but eventually succeeded in getting into 
the River; the Shanse still leading, closely 
followed by the Taku, the race still con- 
tinued, the leading vessel having to cut 
through ice, and arrived at ‘Tientsin on 
Friday at about 2.46 p.at., the Taku a few 
minutes after ; the Appin and Szechuen ar- 
rived on Saturday ; Aden and Chihli still 
at the Bar. 

















DR, LEGGE’S FAREWELL LECTURE AT THE 
HONGKONG CITY HALL, 


On the 11th inst. the Rev. Dr. Legge gave his 
farewell lecture at the City Hall, as the last 
of the present series of Winter Lectures. He 
chose for his subject the two heroes Kwan 
and Chin, who lived in the feudal times of 
Chins, and were distinguished by many acts 
which had caused them to afford pabulum for 

imagination of every Chi 
atudied the history of his country.” Heroical 
wualities, he said, were not commion in China, 
But there was sufficient of the element i 
Chinese history to have made him at one time 
determine that, if over ho became a grand- 
father, he would endeavour to write “Tales 
of a grandfather,” such as would make the 
doings of Chinese heroes as familiar as the 
tales of Sir Walter Scott had made those of 
Scottish heroes, He bad become a grand- 
but had not accomplished this work. 
hoped, however, that he might yet do #0, 
‘the present lecture would form an 
instalment of it, ‘The lecturer gave a descrip- 
tion of the geography of China during the 
feudal times, in which his heroes became 
famous, and of the various historical events 
of thote unguiet days. ‘The kingdom was then 
only one-eighth the size of the present empire, 
‘was surrounded by hostile semi-barbarous 
tes, whose inhabitants were designated 
"“barbarians—the term applied to for- 
eigners to the present day. Lt was in the 
contests between the then Central Kingdon 
and outer barbarians, and in the 
organisation of the different provinces under 
the rule of Chow, that his heroes became 
famous, and the Lecturer gave many curious 
historical facts and illustrations of the peculiar 
state of China in those days, and the ideas 
current among the Chinese concerning them. 
He pointed out that with the overthow of Tso, 
‘the chief of the outer tribes who were har- 
rassing the kingdom, the war which had been 
‘waged between civilization and barbarism was 
terminated, and the despotic empire which has 
since existed under various changes, establish- 
ed, In conclusion, he stated that, though 
changed in form politically, China. was to the 
present day much what sie was in the days 
of his heroes ; adding that the destiny of the 
nation was in the hands of Him who alone 
could change the hearts of men, but that all 
who were resident in the country could do 
gomething towards its reform and regenera. 
tion, by showing an example of how Christian 
men could live. 
At the conclusion of the lecture, Mr. N.B, 












































Dennys proposeil a vote of thanks for this in- 
teresting contribution to. our. knowledge of 
Chinese history, and reminded the audience 
that this vote ‘was muir penier 
circumstances. They were sayi -bye 
Soria neti oe ad flees

measure identified himself with its history.

‘a just value on the labours which Dr. Legge 
had given to the worldduring the last few years.

He should not trouble them 
‘with any remarks about provocation, because 
when men were the worse for the liquor and 
scuffing about the forecastle, it was natural a 
few hard words should occur. They had heard

seemed to have been chaffed about this, and 
did not like it. A scuffle ensued; and prison- 
er challenged the deceased to go on deck. 
Now, if two men are fighting, however the 
affair may have commenced, if one by a blow 
struck causes the death of the other, he is re- 
sponsible. There was no doubt that, in this 
nse, the deceased had fallen overboard in the 
course of the squabble, and been drowned. 
‘The important point was, how he came to fall; 
‘and he hoped to convince them that it was 
not from the effect of an actual blow. ‘They 
would have noticed the position in which the 
witness had said deceased fell; and the; 
would probably be persuaded that, if the 
had been caused by a blow, he would have 
fallon less perpendicularly and inclining more 
forward. ‘The mate must, at that time, have 
boon nearly between the two men, which 
would render it vey hard for a blow to reach

ness than from a blow, and tripped accidently 
and fell over, they would acquit him. Drunk 
enness was no excuse ; if two drunken men 
fight and one kills the other, he must take 
the consequence. The law did not admit 
Grunkenness as an exouse for a criminal act. 
Did they believe therefore that it was in conse.

‘The Preswexr said he wished to explain, 
at the outset, that there was no legal obliga- 
tion on the part of the owners of the Kiang- 
Joong, or on the part of the American authori. 
ties here, to hold any inquiry into the loss of 
that steamer ; but the Directors, for the in- 
terests of the Company and the’ satisfaction 
of the Shareholders, and, he ought to add, 
in justice to those who were in charge of 
the steamer at the time, had decided to hold a 
Court of Inquiry, and’ had invited Captain 
Andrews of the Avoca and Captain Newell 
of the Ariel to act with them as uautical 
‘Assessors. As the Court was thus far in- 
formal, they would not have the witnesses 
sworn, but the Directors wished to impress 
upon ‘them the necessity of speaking to the 
facts as carefully as if they were on oath. He 
would now read the account of the occur- 
rence entered in the log book of the steamer.

‘When I left the deok she was going the usual 
course, tho assistant pilot being in charge. 
‘The shock was, very great, when she stru 
‘and I mupposed that the machinery had broken, 
and immediately went to the engine-room to 
ascertain the facts. I met the first assistant 
engineer, who was on watch, and who in- 
formed me that the ship was on arock. I 
sounded and found three fathoms of water 
forward, and afterwards hove the lead at 
different places round the ship and found the 
depths as desoribed in the logbook. After 
that I went with Mr. Belknap into the engine- 
room and fireroom, ‘and from the way the 
water was coming’ in I thought it prudent to

The officers 
nd crew behaved very well indeed. ‘We made 
no definite arrangement with the Captain of 
the Tungting further than to leave it to the 
Shanghai underwriters to settle the amount 
jould receive for carrying the cargo.

everything would have been lost. ‘To enable 
us bay ‘at other cargo, uch as piece goods, 
we had first to i, nid of the deck cargo of 
cotton. The mandarin came off to the steamer 
about 11 o'clock. We finally leit the steamer 
after the upper deck was under water, and 
the main deck and after part of engineroom 
had about 10 feet of water on them, while 
round the engineroom forward there’ was 3 
feet and on the main deck forward, about 2 to 
feet, so that she lay with her bow up. I 
think it would be impossible to save any more 
cargo. ‘The bale goods were stowed 4a, the 
after’ part of the ship. I don't think 
the Chinese divers could get many of thei ; 
ey would have to dive about 10 feet, 
and might fish out a few pieces, but no” 
thing considerable. We saved all the 
piece goods forward, where the ship was well 
up on the rock, but those aft were all under 
water. A few pieces more of the machinery 
might be got out byeand bye —— the workio 
‘beat, connecting ‘rod and cylinder cover. 
dont think the steamer, lying as she does, on 
the upper part of the rock, is now likely to 
ip off. 1 have passed over the same place 
hbundreds of times before and never head at 
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the rock. ‘The water there is this year about 
2feot lower than it ever was before in my 

rience. The rock is as nearly in the 
fair-way as can be, and no one knows its 
Position by actual observation. ‘The fisher- 
men told me that 15 years ago the salt junks 
paid for having a buoy put on this rock, but 
‘as they afterwards ceased to pay, the mark 
was removed. There has never been any 
mark since I have been on the river, and 
other captains have told me they did not 
know of the rock. 

‘To Captain Newe11—It is not the practice 
to keep tho lead going all the time on the 
river ; we had been throwing it alittle below, 
for the sandbank there, on which there is only 
about 14 feet of water all the way across. 

To Mr, Bext—Fifty fect from the steamer 
there were 10 to 15 fathoms of water round 
the rock. 

‘To the Puestest—I heard the lead going, 
and the last cast was “no bottom. 

‘To Captain Axpaews—I dont think the top 
of the rock is larger than a man’s body, 
judging by the depth of water at various 
points.” ‘The junk i 
upwards and said the roc! jar 
draft of water was 11 feet ches. Capt. Gray 
mentioned to me that when he went down in 
the Hirado, after the wreck, he told the pilot 
te take the usual course and pay no attention 
to the Kiangloong, and he within 40 
fevt of her on the port side, the side on which 
the channel is supposed to be, Captain Friend, 
going up with the Aoyune, also said he was 
steering directly for us, and that if we had 
not been on the rock he would likely have gone 
over the same spot. If the Kiangloong 
been 10 feet off on one side or 20 on the other, 
she would have gono clear. 

Haury Miuen stated~I was assistant 
pilot on the Ktangloong, and was in chat 
when she struck. “T have been a pilot on the 
river since the 4th of May 1872, and was 
previously second mate, Have been on the 
river since 1862. Iwas steering S. + E., the 
usual course, when the steamer struck. ‘The 
lead was going, thelast cast being ‘no bottom,” 
and there was not time to haul it in again be- 
fore she struck. I have frequently been very 
close to, if not over, that spot. I have never 
seen the water so low as it has been this year, 
it is 2 or 3 fect lower than ordinary- I judge 
by tho marks at Hankow. (Witness then 
traced on the chart the course he usually 
steered.) 

Josuru Bexxar stated-—I was chief engi- 
ner of the Kiangloong, and have been on the 
river in that capacity since 1862, about ah 
years inthe Kiangloong. I was coming out 
‘of my room when the ship struck, and after 
ascertaining the nature of the injury, went 
below to start the pumps. Finding it would 
be impossible to save the ship, I blew all 
the water out of the boilers, T'think they 
would float now if they got loose. I dont 
think any more of the mactiiuery cau be saved 
now, except the working beam, connecting 
rod,’ cylinder cover and piston, but not the 
od:plate. I don’t think any’ of the large 
pieoes under water can be saved. The fire: 
men and assistants behaved very well. The 
Water came into the fire-room very rapidly — 
33 inches in an hour. 

To Captain Axpnews—The rock raised the 
boilers a little bit off the bed; it was not 
through the ship, but broke the frame and 
Planking. ‘The engines were disabled at once 

y the breaking of the steam pipe. 

G. H. Feravsoy statei—I was first as- 
sistant engineer of the Kiangloong, and was 
on duty at the time of the accident. About 
7.80 heard the boat crash on a rock, as I 
tupposed, and happening to beat the throttle 
valve at the time, I at once shut off steam. 
‘Tho water came in rapidly aud, as she had a 
list, it ran over to the port quarter, where the 
steam pumps were ineffective, so we started 
the bilge pumps. On looking down below, we 
found the bottom of the injection pipe was 
broken off. Mr. Belknap gave orders to blow 
off water, close the boilers, and shut every: 
thing up’ tight before we left. We were in 
the fire-room till the water came up about 6 
or 7 fect. 

To Captain AxpREws—We kept the pumps 
going, but the water gained on them. Not 
much water came in through the broken in- 
jection pipe. When it first began to leak wo 
‘stopped it, by wrapping it up. 

To Captain Neweti—It was about two 
hours after the water began to come in before 



































‘we could do nothing mor® in the fire-room. 
All the pumps were at work during that time, 
and all hands baling, but the water could be 
seen gaining very fast. In half an hour after 
she struck there was 18 inches of water in the 
port side of the fire-room. 


Mrers Convent stated—I left in the 
Hangchow, with chains, tacklings, timbers, 
jack-screws, and every appliance that I could 
think of to assist in wrecking a vessel. I 
supposed I might be able either to get chains 
under her, or beams across, to lift her with 
the rising’ water. But when I got there I 
found she was completely broken up; her 
guard beams, upon which I had calculated to 
get some purchase, being broken in several 
places. ‘The manner in which she lay upon 
the rock prevented getting the chains under 
her, excopt at short distances from the bow 
and stern, too far distant from amidship to be 
of any service in lifting her ; in fact she was 
completely used up, and it was impossible to 
wren her she was like broken emg abel, 
bat having iron strapping around her sho 
held together. 

‘To Captain Newz11—The steamer did not 
break up immediately on striking; the evi- 
dence was that she hung together four hours, 
She had a large cargo—must have had 900 
tons of deadweight, in addition to her 
engines. 

‘To the Presmpest—I have had some ex- 

rience in raising sunken steamers, 
Fad to do with three that were. badly 
they all showed better condit 
found here. Supposing the steamer remained. 
on the rock as she is now, we might bye and 
bye save: the working beam, connecting rod, 
and cylinder top. When ‘the water gets 
higher, ina month from now, we can get 
various pieces which are all loose and arranged 
for lifting. 1 can't say about getting any 
more cargo out; we made very earnest en- 
deavours to get’ at bale goods the day I was 
there, but could not reach them.

Yoong was lost on an unknown rock in the 

mid-channel of the Yangtsze River, and in the 

usual fairway taken by steamers in rounding 
‘Hen Point. 

"That the accident was due to the u- 
precedented low stage of the water, which 
sppenrs to have been at least two feet below 
the level of the River at any time in the me- 
mory of experienced Captains and Pilots. 

'3.—That no blame attaches to the Captain, 
Pilot, or Officers of the steamer. 

4.—That, on the contrary, great praise is 
due to the promptitude and zeal with which 
‘the necessary orders were given and obeyed 
after the accident. ‘The Court wishes specially 
to commend the Officers and men of the En- 
gineer’s department. 

5,—The Court furthermore recommends that 
the thanks of the Company be, in some fitting 
Way, tendered to the Chinese Official of the 
District for his assistance in protecting life 
and property at the wreck.
